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Miss O'Hara Declares Fact Finding 
Will Replace Political Pressure; 
G. 0. P. Council Hears of G. I. Work 



"It pays the taxpayer to use the 
fact-finding approach as guide- 
posts to any program in welfare," 
Miss S. M. R. O'Hara, secretary of 
Welfare of Pennsylvania, told 
more than 60 members of the 
Lower Merion-Narberth Council 
of Republican Women Tuesday. 

Miss O'Hara was guest of honor 
at a Christmas tea held at the 
home of Mrs. John Y. Huber. Jr., 
Gulpli Road. Haverford. 

Discussing "New Perspectives 
in the State Welfare Program" 
Miss O'Hara said that "there is a 
growing realization of fact-finding 
as the beginning of any program 
of political action rather than re- 
sponse to pressure. Also if re- 
search is desirable to save us in 
time of war is it not obvious XXat 
it is equally important for the 
treatment of social ills?" 

Illustrating the need for these 
new concepts in the welfare pro- 
gram she declared: 

"There are on any single day in 
Pennsylvania, approximately forty 
thousand children, neglected or 
dependent away from natural 
homes." 

"Out of more than 5.000 case 
records of adult criminals which 
I examined in the course of offi- 
cial duty not less than 40 per cent 
were the products of a broken 
home, broken by death, by the 
separation or divorce of parents 
or parental neglect. These and 
other less obvious facts lie at the 
botom of delinquency and crime." 

Mrs. Eleanor G. Evans of Brook- 
line. Delaware County, State 
chairman of the recently organ- 



ized veterans' committee of the 
State Council of Republican Wom- 
en told the members of a coordi- 
noted plan to aid returning vet- 
erans in their post-war problems. 

"The purpose of the plan," Mrs. 
Evans said, "is to cooperate with 
other agencies helping returned 
service men and women so that 
discharged military personnel can 
have guidance during the period 
of readjustment." 

Mrs. Evans who has long been 
active in the American Legion 
Auxiliary explained: 

It will be the members objective 
to help homecoming veterans find 
their places as happy citizens in 
their communities. The veteran 
wiH depend largely on the local 
community to give him a new 
start in life." 

Bureaus will be opened through- 
out the state to serve as informa- 
tion sources for the veterans. The 
purpose of those bureaus will be to 
guide the veterans to the proper 
agencies for the solution of legal 
problems and direct them where 
to receive educational and finan- 
cial aid. she said. 

Mrs. Earle Hepburn, president 
of the council, reviewed the high- 
lights of the State Council's 23rd 
annual convention and urged the 
members to "be good Republicans 
365 days of the year."

of the house and to the cellar 
where damage had been done as 
per Mrs. Morash.

Also 
had knocked off a shelf at bottom 
of mirror, one Haig and Haig bot- 
tle and a heavy Bostanoby 'For- 
bidden Fruit' plaster ornament 
which was still laying on the 
floor." 

On December 5, Superintendent 
of Police Siegle talked to Joseph 
Di Francesco about the damage in 
the Morash home. 

The superintendent said: 

Di Francesco stated that his 
insurance company was in doubt 
about their blasting causing this 
accident, and does not want to as- 
sume any responsibility, but Di 
Francesco stated that tile firm 
would rather pay a claim then to 
have any hard feelings in the 
neighborhood." 

In conclusion the police super- 
intendent said: 

"As you know, we have had on 
several occasions, township inspec- 
tors and also the state inspectors 
make periodical inspections of the 
blasting in this quarry, and it is 
my opinion that we will continue 
to receive complaints about this 
blasting until this entire question 
is decided by the courts." 

In his letter to the commission- 
ers. Pierce pointed out that "Di 
Francesco is supposed to set off 
blasts at only certain periods and 
in certain amounts, but in the 
past few weeks the blasts have 
been of greater amounts and fre- 
quency."

Traffic In Shopping Districts 



Merchants Asked To 

Help Defray Cost In 

One Scheme 

Township Weights 

All Proposals 

Preparatory to writing a 
1946 budget Lower Merion 
Township commissioners are 
considering three plans of 
financing a program to relieve 
traffic congestion and parking 
conditions in the Township's 
business district. 

With expenditures mount- 
ing in all municipal depart- 
ments it is doubtful if any 
one of the plans can be put to 
work without a tax increase. 

Commissioners have about a 
month to whip their financing 
program in shape before the 
Township's tentative budget Is 
announced in January. By that 
time the outline of improvements 
they intend to make in 1946 will 
be virtually fixed. 

Plans under consideration would 
relieve traffic and parking in Ard- 
more, Bryn Mawr, and Bala-Cyn- 
wyd. 

The Main Line Board of Real- 
tors. Bryn Mawr Business Associa- 
tion, Main Line Chamber of Com- 
merce and the newly organized 
Ardmore Merchants Association 
all have submited proposals either 
in writing or verbally to the Lower 
Merion commissioners. 

Three financing plans being dis- 
cussed by commissioners are: 

1. Appropriation of most ot 
the amount needed by the 
Township to cover cost of over- 
all program that would facili- 
tate parking: and traffic in the 
shopping: centers of Bryn Mawr, 
Ardmore and Bala-Cynwyd. This 
would throw the entire burden 
of financing on the Township 
and probably result in a substan- 
tial tax increase. 

2. Appropriation of money by 
Township coupled, with a plan 
for self-liquidating projects such 
as parking meters and a small 
charge for off-the-street park- 
ing on lots acquired by the 
Township. Cost of road widenv 
ing, bridge building, underpass 
approaches, etc. would still have 
to be bourne by the Township. 

3. A combination financing 
program whereby merchants 
would share part of the cost as 
it has been assumed in the de- 
velopment of- Suburban Square 
in North Ardmore, the use of 
self-liquidating parking pro- 
jects and a limited appropria- 
tion from the Township govern- 
ment. 

The third financing plan is re- 
ceiving serious consideration from 
township officials. 

Considerable study has been 
given to parking and traffic by 
commitees of the Main Line 
Chamber of Commerce and Main 
Line Board of Realtors. Recent- 
ly, these committees, acting joint- 
ly, passed along their written pro- 
posals to the commissioners. The 
Township, independent of these 
proposals, have been studying 
parking problems of the major 
business districts for years. Their 
master plan for solving these prob- 
lems was prepared by Henry D. 
Harrall. when he was secretary 
and engineer for the Lower Mer- 
ion Planning Commission. A non- 
government group, known as the 
Lower Merion Parking Commis- 
sion, made some extensive studies 
of conditions in Bryn Mawr and 
Ardmore before the war. This or- 
ganization advocated the installa- 
tion of parking meters. 

Proposals of all interested in- 
dividuals and organizations are 
now in the Township's ordinance 
hopper and are being studied and 
analized by administrative heads, 
township engineers and commis- 
sioners. When these are digested 
public hearings will be held. 

Projects under consideration in- 
clude the widening and improve- 
ment of roads and streets wher- 
ever possible in the business dis- 
tricts, widening of bridge ap- 
proaches and underpasses wher- 
ever possible; acquisition of lots 
for public parking; installation of 
parking meters; rerouting of 
heavy through traffic wherever 
possible and more police regula- 
tion of traffic. 

Pennsylvania State depart- 
ments. Montgomery County's gov- 
ernment and the Pennsylvaia 
Railroad Company enter into 
many of the plans being consid- 
ered. Both the State and County 
are maintaining roads that pass 
through Lower Merion. Coopera- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company and permission of the 
State Public Utility would have to 
be obtained to widen railroad 
bridges and underpasses. 



Lists Proposals To Relieve 
Parking, Traffic Congestion 



The following proposals to al- 
leviate traffic and parking con- 
ditions in Lower Merion's busi- 
ness sections are being consider- 
ed by Lower Merion Township 
commissioners. The proposals 
have been submitted from time 
to time by local organizations or 
individuals; many of them have 
been in the planning files of the 
Township for a number of years. 
Ardmore 

Open a driveway or street in 
the rear of stores on the North 
side of Lancaster Ave. in Ard- , 
more extending from the pro- 
jected extension of Ardmore Ave., 
through the Autocar property, 
to Anderson Ave. 

Widen Anderson Ave. from 
Lancaster Ave. to Montgomery 
Ave., including the underpass of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 

Do away with Station Rd. as a 
thoroughfare and convert it into 
parking space thus prevent traf- 
fic congestion at its intersection 
with Anderson Ave. 

Widen and straighten out 
Cricket Terrace from Cricket 
Ave. to Rittenhouse Place. 

Acquire public parking lots as 
near the central shopping area 
of Ardmore as possible. 

Continue campaign to have 
State reroute through traffic 
off of Lancaster Ave.

THE PLAYBILL

We have been having a rather gala theatrical season in Philadel- 
phia, more than the usual number of productions have been unveiled 
in our town, prior to their New York showing. Some have been very 
good, others almost unbelievably bad. 

There was one called "The Girl from Nantucket," which, even at 
this writing, has kicked the bucket. This show featured James 'Barton, 
one of the most versatile comedians of the stage! Barton has routines 
enough in his repertoire to go on for two days without repeating him- 
self, but in this opus, he was given straight lines to read which allowed 
him little or no opportunity to exercise his talents. 

"Spring in Brazil" was also just such a one. Here we had Milton 
Bcrle (if you like Milton Berle. which I don't' but even so. here was 
the case of another knock-about comic being given a straight, part. 
The latest report from this S300.000 investment is that it is folding 
on the road and may never see New York. 

When shows of this type are offered for the inspection of the New 
York critics, the producers set up squawks of anguish and yell that the 
reviewers are taking the bread out of their mouths, and just look at 
all the effort and expense they went to. only to have the whole thing 
ruined by a few adverse criticisms. The critics who have to suffer 
through these things simply wonder how some of the trash they are 
asked to pass judgment on ever came to be produced. 

Times are so lush with show business these days, the chances are 
that if the young ladies, say of "The Miss Smivens School." were to 
hire a hall and put on an all-girl production of the late Sir Herbert 
Beerbohm Tree's starring vehicle. "My Friend from India, it would, 
no doubt, do capactiy business for a good long run. 

In truth the old adage, that it is always a poor season for poor 
plavs, seems to have been proved wrong, as even the most terrible 
"turkeys" are packing them in, so it would appear to be quite a feat 
to be able to product a flop, ft can be done, though: 

, » « 

Observe the author, director, and producers selecting the cast, 
they are reading actors for a "tennis racquet," part — i. e. — 
young juvenile who bounces in and out from the garden, hand in 
hand with the ingenue. The first actor who reads is perfect but 
the author would rather have someone better known. The next 
is a little too tall: the next a trifle too short; the next is just the 
type, but the director is trying to get a Hollywood star to take the 
part. They finally wind up with someone about forty years old. 
speaking with a heavy foreign accent which has to be explained 
by putting in all sorts of business about young "Hilary" being , 
educated abroad. i 

We see by the Sunday papers that four new plays are scheduled ] 
to open in the next few weeks in Philadelphia. All four seem to have 
two strikes on them to start with as they appear to be as unhappily 
miscast as either the "Girl from Nantucket" or "Spring in Brazil." 

These offerings are Bobby Clark in "The Would-be Gentleman," 
Mary Martin in "Lute Song." Bert Wheeler in "Of All People," and 
the Theatre Guild's presentation of "The Winter's Tale." 

Now whad'ya say we try something new and review these plays 
before they open (Note— This is being written before the opening of 
the Clark show.) 

First, let's consider Bobby Clark in Moliers comedy, "The Would- 
be Gentleman," This hilarious comic happens to be a particular weak- 
ness of your self-appointed critic. Robert, the Roue from Reading, 
Pa , has only to step on the stage with his cigar, cane, and pamted-on 
specs and he has this scribe rolling in the aisle. Bobby Clark is an 
artist with great humor in him and one who doesn't just serve as a 
medium for the jokes of gag writers, as do many of the so-called 
comedians inflicted on us of late years. Nevertheless, it's difficult to 
encisage Bobby Clark circumscribed within the limits of a straight 
role in a Seventeenth Century French Comedy. While Bobby will 
always enliven anv proceedings, we must remember that this same 
actor has essaved the "bigger — finer" once before as "Bob Acres" in 
Sheriden's "The Rivals" with indifferent results. 

Next we have Mary Martin in "Lute Song." This star first came 
to fame singing, "My Heart Belongs to Daddy." The "Lute Song" is 
called a romantic, musical play, adapted from China's most famous 
play, "Pi-Pa-Ki." Whether this should prove exactly the forte of the 
brilliant star of "One Touch of Venus" is anybody's guess— "could be!" 

Now we come to Bert Wheeler in a new comedy, "Of All People." 
Here we have still another example of a very talented musical comedy 
and vaudeville performer with his own individual style being called on 
to pay a straight part. Frankly, it doesn't sound promising. 

Finally, we arrive at "The Winter's Tale" with a cast of people to 
brighten any playgoer's heart: Florence Reed, the unforgetable Mother 
Godamn of "The Shanghai Gesture." Jessie Royce Landis. who you 
might remember a few seasons back as the upstate Dutch wife in 
"Papa is All." Henry Daniell, you've seen him so often in the movies 
he must be like one of the family, Romney Brent, Philip Huston, both 
fine actors, and others. 

The Theatre Guild should know what they are doing, they pro- 
duced "Oklahoma" but why a Shakespearean comedy? Even the very 
warmest adherents of the Bard (among which group your reviewer is, 
by no means, the most luke) seem to lean to the opinion that Shakes- 
peare was not at his best in comedy. Our guess on this one is that the 
critics will be much more enthusiastic than the paying public.

In line with the Veterans' ad- 
ministration's objective of taking 
the administration out to the 
"grass-roots" of the country, rath- 
er than centralizing the organiza- 
tion in Washington, Administra- 
tor Omar N.- Bradley has announ- 
ced the opening of 21 new cen- 
trally-located regional offices and 
the contracting for approximately 
300 advisement centers. 

Regional downtown offices were 
opened in Des Moines, Wichita, 
Altanta, Minneapolis, San Fran- 
cisco. Portland, Indianapolis, Los 
Angeles, Muskogee, Okla.. Phoenix, 
Helena, Mont., Detroit, Milwaukee, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Newark, Hart- 
ford, Charleston, W. Va., and 
Charlotte, N. C. 

New advisement, centers were 
opened at Greenville, S. C: Bene- 
dict College, Columbia, S. C; Uni- 
versity of Kansas at Kansas City, 
Mo.; Tuskegee Institute, Tuskegce, 
Ala.; Eastern Oregon College at La 
Grande, Ore., and Superior State

Q. In July, 1944. my brother was 
killed in Guam. I was made his 
beneficiary in his insurance policy. 
But before he went across he made 
a will that has never come to lipht 
and this is causing some trouble 
among the heirs as he was single. 
Another brother in service says a 
duplicate will was made and kept 
on record somewhere. Could you 
tell me where this will be kept? — 
B. A. B., Houston. Mo. 

A. Of course we would have no 
knowledge where the will might 
be. You might write to the finance 
officer of his outfit. If you are 
referring to national life insurance, 
the money will be paid to whoever 
was named beneficiary in the 
policy regardless of any will. 

Q. Would it be possible for a sol- 
dier to get a release from the army, 
if he is 25 years old, has a wife 
and three small children, who live 
in the country with no modern 
conveniences. The wife's health is 
not good and a 21-month-old baby 
daughter must have an operation 
for removal of a bone growth on 
her foot. He is now somewhere in 
Japan aboard a ship?

A. He has approximately 16 
points as of December 5. 1945 and 
needs 55 to become eligible for dis- 
charge. He probably has many 
more months to serve. 

Q. Will a mother who has a son 
killed in action, and who is physi- 
cally unable to make her own sup- 
port, lose her pension if she mar- 
ries? Will a father's pension be 
discontinued if he marries — Mr. 
T. S., Jackson, Tenn. 

A. In the case of a parent, the 
question of marriage is not consid- 
ered. The pension is based upon 
dependency and whether the par- 
ent, mother or father, has suffi- 
cient income to keep them. 

Q. My son was killed in Italy 
October 1 a year ago. His wife is 
named as beneficiary in his insur- 
ance but hasn't received any yet. 
What is the delay? — A mother, 
Brownsville, Tenn. 

A. Have you filed a claim for your 
insurance? Suggest that you write 
to your nearest Veterans' adminis- 
tration office, probably at Nash- 
ville or Memphis, set out all the 
facts and am sure you will get 
some action. 

Q. When a soldier has been 
through hell of the battlefield for 
two years and has been discharged 
with a tired and nervous condition 
which can be cleared up by being 
at home and rest, how can he get 
this psychoneurotic name off his 
discharge so he can g-o to college?

A. You have evidently received 
a medical discharge and would 
BUggest trjat you make application 
fco your regional Veterans' admin- 
istration for a re-examination and 
an appeal from the medical find- 
ings.

485 Servicemen In 
Township Released 

Draft Board Report 
Read at Veterans 
Committee Meeting- 

At a meeting of the Haverford 
Township Committee for Veterans 
held last Tuesday evening in the 
Haverford Township Police Sta- 
tion, Howard Jones, secretary of 
Haverford Township Draft Board 
reported that 485 out of approx- 
imately 2,000 men drafted or en- 
listed in the armed forces have 
been discharged. 

Edward A. Olsen, of the rating 
board of the Veterans' Adminis- 
tration of Philadelphia, addressed 
the committee and described the 
various forms used by the admin- 
tration for death claims, depen- 
dency, medical, hospitalization, 
insurance, etc. In fact every 
question was fully described ex- 
cept unemployment which is the 
function of the Selective Service 
Board. 

Following a general discussion 
it was decided to accept Mr. Ol- 
sen's offer to train Detective Ser- 
geants Neil McFadden and John 
Scanlon of the Township Police 
Department at the Custom House 
in Philadelphia for instruction on 
filling out the various forms. This 
will enable Haverford Township 
veterans to secure information and 
forms at the office of the Haver- 
ford Township Veteran Committee 
anytime during the day or early 
evening. Veterans will be able to 
use the office for the filing of pa- 
pers, etc. and avoid the long wait- 
ing in line at the Custom House 
in Philadelphia. 

This service will parallel with 
the services that are now' being 
rendered along the same line in 
the City of Chester, Pa. and Rad- 
nor Township. 

Mr. Crawford, Veterans Admin- 
istrator of the U.S.E.S.. advised 
the group that the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Office in Upper Dar- 
by was scheduled to be ouened 
sometime in early January with 
about 125 employees and would 
afford the veterans the same ser- 
vice now being obtained in Phila- 
delphia. 

John H. Doherty, Township

Hospital Points 

General Omar N. Bradley, Ad- 
ministrator of Veterans' Affairs, 
recently announced that President 
Truman's approval of the follow- 
ing points: 

Location of 29 new Veterans' 
Administration hospitals in 20 
states; location of a 350-bed 
home, including a 50-bed infirm- 
ary at Bonham, Texas; construc- 
tion of additions to existing and 
authorized hospitals at Peekskiil, 
N. Y., and Columbia, S. C; de- 
claring one Veterans'- Administra- 
tion home, Camp Phillips, at Sa- 
lina, Kansas, to be surplus; trans- 
ferral of a proposed 250-bed addi- 
tion originally scheduled for Ex- 
celsior Springs, Mo., to Kansas 
City. Mo.; revision of a prior au- 
thorization for a 500-bed hospital 
in the Mississippi-Alabama area 
by substituting a 250-bed addition 
for the Alexandria, La., hospital, 
and leaving 250 beds unlocated; 
utilization of administrative space 
at VA GM&S hospitals at Fort 
Howard, Md., and Dearborn, 
Mich., to provide for a total of 379 
new beds. 

Choice of the locations of the 
larger hospitals as recommended I 
by the Federal Board of Hospital- | 
ization and approved by the Pres- i 
ident, was influenced in the main ' 
by the locations of recognized 
medical centers, thus allowing 
veteran patients to receive expert 
treatment from specialists on a 
part-time basis. Other locations 
will provide "feeder lines" vo 
these medical centers Veterans 
Administration Hospitals. 

It was necessary also to con- 
sider such other factors as the 
distribution of the estimated pa- 
tient load in large areas, the cen- 
ters of population, the conveni- 
ence of veterans and visiting rela- 
tives, and service to areas be- 
tween widely-separated medical 
centers in these and other in- 
stances. 



Warning Issued On 
Life Insurance 

Administration Says 
Policies Do Not Need 
To Be Converted 



A warning to veterans to keep 
up the National Service Life In- 
surance when they are discharged 
from the service has been issued 
by the Veterans' Administration. 

Stating that many veterans 
think that when they are discharg- 
ed from the service they must 
either convert their insurance im- 
mediately or let it lapse, officials 
of the organization made it plain 
that this thought was not true. 
Any National Service Life Insur- 
ance policy can be continued for 
eight years from date of origin 
at the same low premium rate 
before it must be converted. 

Veterans who allowed their in- 
surance to lapse can easily rein- 
state it. The policy can be rein- 
stated within six months alter 
separation from service by merely 
paying two months' premiums, 
providing the veteran is in as good 
health on the date of application 
for reinstatement as he was on 
the due date of the first premium 
in default. After that time, to 
reinstate his policy, the veteran 
must undergo a thorough physical 
examination.

Oliver (Ollie) Robinson is a 
quiet, unassuming and likeable 
^oung man who will be stepping 
into basketball's biggest brogans 
when Lower Merion High opens 
its season Friday night at Ard- 
more. 

For Ollie, who previously coach- 
ed at Berwyn and Chester High, 
has replaced Bill Anderson as 
Maroon mentor. Whether he'll 
ever replace William Hunter An- 
derson in the hearts of L. M. ad- 
herents remains to be seen. 

Lower Merion basketball fans 
are by nature and upbringing a 
most discerning group. They've 
been fed on a victory diet for so 
many seasons that they can't 
countenance a losing team, at 
least on the basketball court. 
Perhaps Anderson spoiled fol- 
lowers of the Maroon machine. 
Certainly they became accus- 
tomed to an almost monotonous 
succession of conquests and 
Lower Merlon's name became a 
basketball byword throughout 
the land under Anderson's 
aegis. 
For, with Dandy Andy at the 
helm, Lower Merion rolled to four 
Pennsylvania State titles— three 
straight from 1941 through '43— 
and captured seven Eastern Penn- 
sylvania championships in the 
annual star-spangled PIAA tour- 
nament.

Minue. He had served in the W. S. 
army in 1 9 18. At 44, he w»j father 
of two children, and almo*t at the 
upper age limit for military service. 
But his heart had been burning wfth 
bittepness ever since the Na»s had 
invaded Czechoslovakia, his hdme- 
and. As soon as the United States 
entered the war he hastened to a re- 
cruiting station, and was accepted. 
A year and a half later he found him- 
self fighting amid the sand and roclcs 
of North Afrioa. 

His company was moving op near 
Meidjez-el-Bab, Tunisia, to attack 
German desert troops who were pro- 
tected by dugouts. So intense was 
the machine gun fire and the shelling 
that the American advance squads 
were pinned down behind boulders. 
Seeing that they were not getting 
anywhere, Private Minue. without or- 
ders, leaped up and began running 
toward the nearest machine gun nest, 
200 yards distant. To everyone's sur- 
prise, he reached it. Jumping into 
the pit, he bayoneted the ten Nazis who were man- 
ning the two machine guns, killing them all. Still 
unhurt, he climbed out and started for the next 
dugout. But his luck couldn't last. He dropped, 
pierced by many bullets, within a few yards, and 
was dead when his comrades reached him.
